counter checks. 
He tells why certain trees won t 
grow in cities—it’s because the pav­ 
ing makes the soil avid. He explains 
why dandelions spread like a brush 
fire in a elioped lawn, and not at all 
In an untouched meadow. 
He de­ 
scribes the process by which a sun­ 
flower keeps its fare to tire sun. and 
whv it turns back to the east at 
hight. 
The complicated means by which 
plants adjust themselves to obtain i 
exactly the quantity of light and 
moisture necessary are detailed; the 
reason why one must keep watering 
plants, once watering is begun, is 
advanced. 
This is one of the most useful 
books in recent years for the am a­ 
teur gardener.
